They always 
ohoV objects of round or oval shape with diffused. outllnuo, probably ball 
lighting. The oaturo of ball lightning io unknown because of the utter lad; of 
Inforpatlon abouc.tho tlca oud place of its forRaCion. It cannot be described 
as being of outerspseef origin. Even during superficial aoalysla, Ic Is found 
that the eyacerlous flares on clouds are reflections of electric voiding, 
signals frosi aircraft near airports, or rcs»tc stxaner lightning. . The Moveaber
